He handed him a piece 
of white note paper on which had 
been written in Mr. Coolidge own 
handwriting the words: “I do 
not choose to run for President in 
1928.” 

Without discussing the note, Mr. 
Coolidge said: 

“Mr. Sanders, I would like you 
to ask Mr. Geisser to make 20 cop- 
ies of this.” 

“Very well, Mr. 
secretary replied. 

Orders Statement Typed. 

Leaving the President’s private 
office, Sanders looked at the note 
and as soon as he could recover 
from his surprise, called for Er- 
win Geisser, Mr. Coolidge’s confi- 
dential stenographer, and told him 
to write the note four times on a 
page and make five pages. 

“Do you think 20. copies of it 
will be enough for the newspaper 
men?” Sanders asked, 

Geisser replied that he thought 
that would be sufficient. 

The statement was written on 
the typewriter and the pages were 
cut up into 20_notes. The slips 
were folded and taken to the presi- 
dent who kept them on his desk 
until noon, when he called tha cor- 
respondents. ' 

There is nothing here to indicate 
that the statement will cause any 
change in Mr. Coolidge’s activities 
in the Black Hills, where he ex- 
pects to remain until the first week 
in September. He has planned two 
more trips into neighboring areas 
before returning to Washington, 
and no doubt will take advantage 
of a few others should the occasion 
arise.

German industrial loans will form 
the international probl2m that may 
force changes in the Dawes plan, 
according to Mr. Baruch, 
“The reparations from Germany 
in 1928 and 192% will begin to as- 
sume big proportions,” he said. “‘At 
the same time. there will be the 
question of interest to be paid by 
German industries on borrowed 
capital. 
Baruch Says Revision Necessary. 
“The question which the world 
will be faced with at this time will 
be whether the reparations shall 
take precedence in the transfer or 
actual monies from Germany. The 
interest on private loans cannot be 
transferred from Germany if they 
endanger the reparations, and they 
cannot be transferred unless the 
Dawes Commission consents.” 
Revision seems necessary to Ba- 
ruch, who continued: “I cannot 
but believe that this situation, evi- 
dently not taken into account with 
the formation of the Dawes Com- 
mission, will call for a complet: re- 
vision of the program of that com- 
mission and will force the making 
of a definite figure to be paid by 
Germany. 
“Certainly it is a question which 
is occupying the attention of Eu- 
ropean financiers.”

Some Spanish Dishes

GS iter in cookery is more ‘tim- 


ited in its scope than that of 

many of the other nations. In 
this, their adopted country, the 
Spanish residents have a far better 
selcction of foods than at home and 
they seem to appreciate the fact. 
The following dishes are those in 
common use in Spanish countries 
and are worth trying on the family 
table for a change: 

Estofado. (Chicken Dish.) | 

Dice two large fresh tomatoes, 
dice a smal! cold boiled chicken, 
two cold boiled potatoes. a slice of 
toast, a tablespoonful of raisins, 
and one green pepper finely shrei- 
ded. Place all in a deep frying 
pan and pour over a quarter of a 
pint of vinegar, dust with pepper 
and salt and place a tablespoonful 
of jard on top. Cover closely and 
cook gently for“about an hour and 
a half. 

Tortas de Langosta. 
(Lobster Fritters.) 

Open a can of lobster, drain and 
cut fine. Beat four eggs well and 
stir in a heaping tablespoonful cf 
flour, a little pepper and salt. Stir 
in the lobster. Have ready some 
hot fat for the frying and drop 
by the spoonful into it. Drain and 
serve the fritters in a napkin with 


Colache. (Vegetable Stew.) 

Dice a large onion, cut a squash 
S$, inch squares, quarter four toma- 
toes, cut a green pepper into strips, 
place all in a deep tall jar, add 
pepper, salt, a little sugar and a 
heaping tablespoonful of lard. Pour 
in a small cupful of water and cOov- 
er. Cook gently for about one 
hour. 

Spanish Soup. 

Mince fine two large onions and 
three stalks of celery. add a cupful 
of chopped blanched almonds, cOv- 
er with cold water and cook until 
soft, then run through 4 sieve. Stir 
a quart of hot, well-made chicken 
broth into the puree, pour over the 
beaten yolks of two eggs. Stir as 
it thickens, then season to taste. 
Serve in hot dishes with a spoonful 
of whipped cream on top of each 
portion. 

Spanish Pancakes. 

Beat three eggs until light, then 
add alternately four tablespoonfuls 
of sifted flour and 2 cupful of -ich 
milk. When the batter is smooth, 
fry by dropping by spoonfuls onto 
a hot greased pan, or griddle. Put 
the cakes on a hot plate. pouring 
cinnamon honey over each as che)

Trans-Atlantic Elying 
OW LONG will it be before 
the American tourist or busi- 
ness man will be able to climb 
into a huge air-liner in New York 
and land in London or Paris with- 
in 40 hours? ' 

Within 10 years, 1 believe, bui 
as in all departments of flying de- 
velopment, the accomplishment of 
regular trans-oceanic flight must 
be pressed by public interest andi 
demand. Science, however, already 
is anticipating that demand. Plans 
are already being worked out for 
great leviathans of the air which 
will zip their way over the Atlantic 
with 50 or more’ passengers. Ani 
I see no eason- why these plans 
should not carry through. 

Of course, there has been talk 
for several years of trans-Atlan- 
tic air liners, but the public untl: 
now was inclined to treat such 
projects as entirely visionary and 
unachievable within the lifetime of 
men now living. But it wasn’t so 
long ago that skeptics were 
laughing at the idea of a New York 
to Paris nonstop flight. When 
Mr. Raymond Orteig offered his 
$25,000 prize for the flight several 
years ago, most people who were 
unacquainted with the possibilities 
of aviation were inclined toe con- 
sider the offer a joke: while oth- 
ers contended that even though 
Mr. Orteig lived | be a very old 
nian, it would be his heirs and not 
he who would be called upon to 
pay the prize money. 

Skeptics Begin to Waver. 

But ‘one damp morning not so 
long ago, a young man climbed 
into his plane on Lon; Island, 
buzzed into the sky and dropped 
into Paris about 3°” hours tater. 
Two weeks later, two other gentle- 
men climbed into a plane on Long 
Island, shot into the air, and land- 
ed in Germany some 40 hours 
later. Those who laughed at trans. 
Atlantic ilying not so long ago are 
now asking questions about this 
new mode of travel which gets one 
to Europe in a few hours without 
ma]-de-mer. 

Of course, a regular passenger 
air service to Europe presents 
problems which are not entirely 
solved by individual flights. Thes2 
problems are both technical, and 
financial. But both of these prob- 
lems are now being attacked with 
new interest. 

Dr. Edmund Rumpler has dec- 
signed a mammoth plane fora pro- 
posed Hamburg-New.- York line. 
The ship follows a new princiy': 
of design in that all power units 
and passenger accommodations 
are contained within the one giant 
wing with 282 feet spread, which 
will offer a minimum of resistance. 

Excess Motor Power For Safety. 


Ten propellors operating from 
10 motors will drive the ship for- 


ward. but if four of the 10 en- 


gines fail, the other 6 can carry 
the machine through. This gives 
a wide margin of safety because 
the latest type of airplane motor 
is remarkably reliable. 


A further factor 
provided in the great speed. which 
Dr. Rumpler estimates will be 
about 170 miles an hoir. With 
such speed, high winds and eles 
offer no danger. If suitable provi- 
sions are made for heating the ex- 
erior of the giant wing, even sleet 
storms will"not be dangerous. Col. 
Lindbergh was in danger from such 


gested a heating arangement to 
obviate the peril. But. of course, 
if the Rumpler liner uses the 

ores route, as planned, the sleet 
danger is reduced. 

This Azores route seems to be 
the favored route for projected 
trans-Atlantic services. It is to 
be used by the plane now being 
designed by Harry >. Atwood. once 
famous aviator who, it is said. took 
advantage of his reported death tv 
go into seclusion to work out plans 
for his alr liner. 

Atwood Completes His Designs. 

Atwood. after five years of in- 
tensive tabor. has at last com- 
pleted his design. which he says. 
will permit the construction of 
huge wings hitherto thought !m- 
possible. Apparently, as um pler. 
he will put his 100 rs in

the story of this proposed plane 
will be almost incredible to the 
public. 

It might have been a short time 
ago, but | believe the public will 
now believe almost anything of 
aviation. In fact I am afraid thaz 
the public may begin to expect too 
much of aviation too soon. Jor 
there are prvoolems in’ ong distante 
transportation which present tre- 
mendous difficulties. 

For instance, Col. Lindbergh’s 
ship ‘was so heavy that it barely 
was able to take off. Yet it carried 
only the pilot and gasoline enough 
for little more than the Paris hop. 
The Bellanca plane, loaded to ca- 
pacity. carried two men and 
enough gasoline to get it well into 
Germany. The monoplane “Amer- 
ica” Wi. designed only for a crew 
« three or four men and the re- 
quired fuel and equipment. So, 
say the skeptics, if a plane with 
one motor can carry only one per- 
son besides the necessary weight 
of fuel, and a wane with three 
motors can tran’ ort only four 
persons, how will a 10-motor plane 
be able to carry 100 passengers be- 
sides its enormous weight of fuel. 

No Nonstop Schedule for Liners. 

The answers are several. In the 
first place, the air liners would not 


| 


attempt to make the trip to Europe: 


in one hop from New York as did 
the Lindbergh and Chamberlin 
planes. The flight might be made 

two, three or four hops. But 
en the Great Circle route from 
New York, stops might be made 
at Boston, Nova Scotia or New- 
foundland, and Ireland, with the 
terminus at London, where connec- 
tions could be made for any large 
I:rope: city. At 100 miles an 
hour, the air joui.ey from 
f' ndland to Ireland is only about 
19 hours. At 170 miles, the At- 
lantic may be spanned in compar- 
atively few hours. 


By the Az route, the journey 
is split there for refueling, then 
on to Lisbon for another tank-up. 
and on to Lyons or Paris: 

When the Bellanca plane took 
off, it carried 2757 pounds of gas- 
oline and 135 pounis of oil, besides 
t* + weight of copies of New York 
newspapers. This weight of fuel 
took them about :000 miles. Less 
than half that amount of gasoline 
a Oil would have enabled them 
to hop from Newfoundland to Ire- 
land. In other words, from land 
to lani Chamberlin’ would have 
been able to arry about 1509 
pounds of useful load. The same 
principle applies to the “Spirit of 
St. Lou’ ”" and the “America.” So, 
a huge passenger tr!lane built in 
proportion might reasonably be ex- 
pected to carry a large number of 
passengers, especiutly when we 
take into account new designs pro- 
posed by Dr. Rumpler and Mr. At- 
7 °od, 

Designs May Increase Size. 

According to present construc- 
tion theories, the maximum size of 
a plane is more or less definitely 
limnited, but there jis reason to be- 
} that revoluticnar: designing 
will ircrease the permissible sir -. 
Atwood and Rumpler seem to uave 

educed the plane to its ‘ssentials 
—a huge wing and landing gear. 
And whereas the Wright motor 
used on the trans-Atlantic planes 
developed between 200 and 225 
horsepower, fhe 10 engines pro- 
pose. for the Rumpler air liner 
are estimated to pPoduce 10,000 
horsepower. 

BeHanca Plans for 40 Passengers. 

Mr. Bellanca. designer of the 
Chamberlin plane. which holds 
both the endurance and nonstop 
records, believes that trans-Atlan- 
tic air travel is near at hand, and 
has announced plans for an air 
liner to carry 40 passengers. 

Likewise Mr. Fokker, designer 
and builder of the plane in which 
we flew over the North Pole and 
also of the monoplane “America.” 
believes that regular New York to 
Paris air service is not far distant. 

Readers of this article will make 
the journey, and when they see the 
great skyboats in operation they 
will wonder how they ever thoucht 
trans-ocean flying was impossible.

They and 29 Other Foreign 
Missionaries Thought to 
Be Safe in Chinese Pro- 


vince Rocked by Tremors. 


AREA OF 20,000 
SQUARE MILES HIT 


Children Trample Over One 
Another in Escaping 
From Orphanage, Cath- 
olic Priest Writes. 


Press. 
Aug. 3.—A check 


of available lists shows that 34 
American and European mission- 
aries were in the northern part of 
China’s remote province of Kansu 
when the region was damaged by 
the tremendous earthquake May 
23, in which, according to some 
estimates, more than 100,000 per- 
sons lost their lives. The mission- 
aries are all believed to be alive. 
except the sister superior of ‘the 
Constantina Society Divine Word 
Mission in Sisiang. 

The group includes five Amer- 
icans: Dr. L. P. Rand of Brook- 
lyn, Mr. and Mrs. J.,8. Fiddler of 
Chicago, stationed at Mingsia; 
I’. A. Gustafson of Denver, sta- 
tioned at Tsungsin; all of the 
China Inland Mission, and Miss E. 
Petersen of South Dakota, §sta- 
tioned at the Chenyuan 
Alliance Mission. Only Dr. Rand 
is definitely reported safe, but 
there is every confidence the oth- 
ers were not injured as their sta- 
tions were not badly hit. The re- 
mainder o, the missionaries are 
British, Germans and Dutch. 

20,600 Square Miles Hit. 

Missionaries and others famil- 
iar with the area express the opin- 
ion tha® the quake severely _ af- 
fected 20,000 square miles. Julian 
Arnold, American commercial at- 
tache at Shanghai, and representa- 
tive of the American Red Cross in 
China, who is familiar with Kan- 
su, stated that since the affected 
territory contains thousands _ of 
cliff’ dwellers, it {fs impossible to 
count the victims. 

Chinese Red Cross officials point 
out the impossibility of sending 
immediate aid to the stricken re- 
gion, as it takes eight weeks to 
reach Liangchow, the Provincial 
capital. 

Further graphic details of the 
quake have been received from 
Monsignor Theodore Buddenbrock, 
of the Steyl mission at  Liang- 
chow. who sent the first detailed 
account of the disaster to Shang- 
hai several days ago. 

“The Monday preceding Ascen- 
sion Day was unforgettable in ‘'s 
terrors,” he writes. “We rose 
early, as is our custom. A beautiful 
May sun was shedding its glory 
over the -.i0untains and valleys; 
there was nothin: rer ving dis- 
aster. My mornin~ ~editation was 
rudely {interrupted by a_ violent 
¥Yhock, the windows rattling and 
the house quivering. I was ex- 
cited for the moment, but soon all 
was quiet again. 

“Such shocks are usual here. I 
proceeded to the orphange chapel, 
where a hundred children and sis- 
ters were assembled for mass. [I 
began the mass and completed ‘the 
consecration, when, without the 
slightest warning, there was an in-

describable noise, a terrible thun- 


dering and terrifying echoes. 

“As if carried by a hurricane, 
I was pushed from the altar 
through the sacristy and into the 
open. Sisters and-children rushed 
to the door as the walls crashed. 
The children scrambled out’ over 
fallen masses; I still hear their 
screams. We were tossed about 
and it was impossible to stand. 
Instinctively we fell to our knees, 
imploring God’s mercy amidst the 
roaring and thundering of col- 
lapsing buildings and rolling earth. 

“The quake, subsided in a few 
minutes. There was agony until 
the air cleared and enabled us to 
see dimly. The missionaries and a 
few Chinese began the rescue 
work, carrying out child after 
child. Three were dead and six 
others succumbed shortly. I ad- 
ministered the sacrament to the 
dying children. Their agony was 
indescribable, with arms and legs 
and spines broken. 

Fear to Return to Homes. 

“It is impossible to give an ade- 
quate idea of the misery of the 
survivors living in mud and straw 
huts, fearing to return to the few 
houses standing. The quakes con- 
tinued for*some time. For miles 
in all directions everything is in 
ruins.” 

William A. Belcher. a British 
missionary of the China Inland 
Mission, writes: 

“When the crash came on the 
morning of May 23, my wife and I 
rushed to the yard and escaped 
from the falling walis of the house. 
I ran to the schoolyard, but my 
wife’s legs refused to carry her. 
{ returned to find only ruins 10 
feet high and feared she was un- 
derneath, but she had escaped. 
When a second shock came many 
Chinese children were ging to 
my legs crying, ‘Bave us.*”

Six - Year- Old Rumanian 
Ruler Presides in Court 
While Regency Disposes 
of State Matters. 


ATTRACTED BY WAX 
FLOOR OF PALACE 


Remarks That It Would Be 
Fine Place for Him to Use 
His American- Made 
Scooter.

BUCHARBST, Aug. 3.—King 
Michael I, Rumania’s boy  sov- 
ereign, renounced his toys and his 
pet: dog yesterday to sit on the 
throne in the royal palace at 
Bucharest where the Regency for- 
mally established itself. 

King Michael, -whom his grand- 
mother, Queen Marie, calls “‘Mad 
Mickey” because of his mischiev- 
ous, impulsive, nature, was not 
formally crowned as King, for that 
ceremony will be only when he is 
18, but mefely went .through the 
form of sitting upon :the throne 
while the Regéncy disposed of a 
number of State matters. 

Six-year-old Mithael was much 
interested in the lavish surround- 
ings in the throne room, his at- 
tention being called especially by 
the beautiful polished hardwood 


‘floor which he remarked in a rath- 


er unkingly way would make a 
fine place for him to use his 
American rubber-tired scooter 
which is the chief joy of his life. 
Now that he is ruler over 16,- 
000,000 people, the protocol that 
made him such haunts his boy- 
hood nature at every step. He is 
constantly reminded by his tutors 
that he can no longer act as other 
boys, but must keep ever in mind 
that he is a king. 
But such admonitions as this 
have no effect on his vibrant, rath- 
er headstrong nature. He still 
loves to play with fire as all chil- 
dren do, says his grandmother, and 


+is up to all sorts of other pranks. 


Byt probably his worst trait, the 
Queen says, is that he loves’ to 
tease dogs and cats. He was bit- 
ten several times by dogs. notably 
last rummer when the palace doc- 
tors gave him so much Pasteur 
treatment that he was sick for a 
fortnight. Even this, says his 
grandmother, hasn’t cured him of 
his love of teasing them. 


Dowager Queen Given Larger Al- 
lowance Than Boy Ruler.

Chamber of Deputies has voted a 
civil list which will give more mon- 
ey to Dowager Queen Marie from 
the State Treasury than to little 
King Michael.

BRITON’S PROTEST ON RUSSIAN 
TRADE IGNORED BY JOHN D. JR.

ding to John D. Rockefeller Jr., 
against purchase by Standard Oil 
companies of Russian oil products, 
it was learned today, preceded the 
open breach befween the com- 
panies controlled by the two men.

GERMAN ENDURANCE FLIGHT 


Two Planes Try to Break Ameri- 
can Record; One Forced Down.

Another attempt to break the 51- 
hour duration flight record for 
airplanes, held by Clarence Cham- 
berlin and Bert Acosta, was be- 
gun this morning by two Junker 
planes.

GENERALS VISIT GiTY 


Summerall and von Ruith, 
Former Foes on. Western 
Front, to See Barracks. 


Two noted Generals who were 
enemies directing American and 
Cerman forces on the Western 
Front near the close of the war 
in. 1918 are in St. Louis day, 
as friends and bent on the same 
mission. They are Maj. Gen 
Charles Pelot Summerall, chief of 
staff of the United States Army, 
and Lieut.

Von Ruith From Leavenworth. 

Although they arrived here this 
morning within an hour of each 
other, they are on independent 
visits. Gen. Summeral] in the 
forenoon reviewed the 1770 young 
men from Arkansas, Llllinois ~nd 
Missouri who have completed a 
month’s training at the Barracks. 
Gen. Von Ruith and his aid, Capt. 
Rictard Speich of the German 
army, will inspect i:- camp and 
the young men tomorrow as guésts 
of Col. Moor N. Falls, commandant 
at Jefferson Bati-acks. 

Gen. von Ruith and his aid ar- 
rived at 7:30 o’clock from Fort 
Leavenworth, Kan., after a five- 
week tour of army camps and 
important scenic centers of the 
country. They came to America 
at invitation of the War Depart- 
ment. 

Gen. Summerall, unaccompa- 
nied, arrived at 8:17 o’clock from 
Sparta, Wis., where he inspected 
an artillery encampment. 

Soon after the arrival of Gen. 
von Ruith in thig country, he met 
the U; 8. Chief of Staff at Wash- 
ington, but another meeting. of 
the two here today was unlikely. 
Gen. Summerall had a busy sched- 
ule at the Barracks until this aft- 
ernoon. After lunch with the stu- 
dent soldiers, he planned to  in- 
spect Scott Field. near Belleville 
and depart at 4:40 p. m. for 
Washington. 

Gen. von Ruith and Capt. Speich 
made plans to visit Prof. Otto 
Heller, head of the department of 
languages at Washington Univer- 
sity, and other St. Louis friends 
today.

Both Generals Enthusiastic. 

Both generals were enthusiastic 
over what they had sten on their 
inspection trips, thousands of dhe 
flower of America’s young man- 
hood training in summer camps. 
This summer 40,000 young men be- 
tween the ages of 17 and 21 and 
18,000 above those ages, in addi- 
tion to 15,000 reserve officers, have 
been in training. the American 
commander said.

plenipotentiaries at the Geneva 
naval conference at the conclusion 
of today’s specially summoned 
Cabinet meeting to consider the 
situation there. 

It is understood unofficially that 
the Cabinet did not indicate either 
definite acceptance or rejection of 
the Japanese compromise propos- 
als. The delegates had requested 
to b armed with the fullest author- 
ity for tomorrow's plenary confer- 
ence session, but, according to re- 


ports this was not complied with. 
In view of the critical situation 
at Geneva, however, the Cabinet 
eng meet again tomorrow morn- 
ng.

GENEVA, Aug. 3.—The an- 
nouncement that the six plenipo- 
tentiaries to the tripartite naval 
conference, supplemented by three 
or four other delegates, would meet 
today to discuss the Japanese com- 
promise stirred hopes among some 
observers. The decision, if any, is 
felt to depend upon the verdict of 
the British cabinet meeting in Lon- 
don today. 

The American State Department 
has been heard from, but it is said 
the time has been too short for 
word to arrive on the question from 
Rapid City. which, however, may 
be heard from before the plenary 
session scheduled for tomorrow. 

It is possible that the plenary 
session may be postponed again in 
order to give London and Wasahing- 
ton ample time to consider the 
situation. 

Although the plan kindled 
spark, there was no great flaine 
of enthusiasm among the deleg.:- 
tions. Even the Japanese in pre- 
senting it, said it was “just an 
idea;” that they realized it was 
entirely imperfect, and that Hugh 
S. Gibson, the chief American 
delegate, should feel at NMberty to 
modify it or comment on it in any 
way he desired.

There is but one way effec- 
tively to deal with the golfer who continuously holds 
up the course. He should be hanged, drawn, quar- 
tered, cremated and buried a hundred fathoms deep. 
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When more widows and orphans are made, inter- 
vention will be responsible. 
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THE PROSPERITY ISSUE. 

One problem which the Democrats should _ settle 
before the 1928 campaign is how to meet the issue of 
Coolidge-made prosperity, upon which the Republi- 
cans will undoubtedly base their campaign for re- 
election. . 

We hope the Democrats will not be foolish enough 
to deny that some sort of prosperity actually exists,

GREAT BRITAIN AND GENEVA. 


In an address to the Liberal Summer School at 
Cambridge Lloyd George charged the Baldwin Gov- 
ernment with responsibility for conducting the Ge- 
neva conference to an “inevitable fiasco.” He even 
declared that England, if unjustly attacked, could 
look to the United States Navy for support. 

Not so many years ago such an assertion by a for- 
mer British Premier would have made the chancel- 
leries of Europe buzz and compelled royal person- 
ages to adjourn showy exhibitions for discussions of 
momentous questions. In the inspired pens of Eu- 
rope’s authoritative political commentators the im- 
plication of alliance would, when the need arose, 
blaze forth an accomplished fact. Engaging his- 
torians, prying into the arcana of Washington and 
London State Departments would discover the secret 
treaty and report the substance of the pact. 

Today Lloyd George’s rhetorical flight is accepted 
as an assumption which is attributed to the speaker’s 
flair for the theatrical. That, we believe, will be the 
first reaction. Reflection may give this hands-across- 
the-sea prophecy a better quality. Reflection may 
wonder what might not have been achieved at Ge- 
neva had Great Britain entered the conference in the 
sincere belief that she was in the company of friends 
—that on the other side of the table sat one friend 
with whom “war is unthinkable.” 

None of the conferees arrived at Geneva in that 
faith. There is ineptitude enough to go around. But 
England came as a trader, seemingly determined to 
drive the best possible bargain. The attitude of her 
chief envoy was almost that of a superior disposed 
to close.an argument with a bang of the mailed fist. 
Why the bellicose Bridgeman was chosen for such a 
task when the urbane Balfour was available we do 
not know. And though Lloyd George’s criticisms be 
discounted on the grounds of politics and tempera- 
ment, it is undeniable that the Baldwin Government 
frequently displays a genius for blundering. 
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We are waiting patiently for a raft of new stories 
beginning, “It seems there was a Rumanian named 
Mike—”

does. A recent one by the National Association of 
Manufacturers, the results of which are published in | 
the organization's Pocket Bulletin for July, indicates | 
that the industries of the nation are now operating, | 
and are likely to continue to operate for a while, on 
more than 80 per cent &# their employmnt capacity.

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THE MASTER OF THE MOUND. 

Baseball’s Grand Old Man, Walter Johnson, cele- 
brated yesterday the completion of his twentieth year 
as a big league player. “The Big Train,” “The Fire- 
ball King,” “The Old Master’—these sobriquets tes- 
tify to the impress he has made during that long 
career of shooting ‘em over the plate. Outstanding 
in a record which bulges with unique accomplish- 
ments is the fact that his whole major league service 
has been with one team. He is the best loved player 
in America. In Washington, where he has become an 
institution comparable almost with the Monument, 
his name will be remembered and his deeds recited 
after nine-tenths of those who are making the coun- 
try’s laws have been forgotten. No breath of scandal 
has ever touched him. 

In the battle between the Washington Senators and 
the New York Giants for the world championship in 
1924, the Senators were as much the favorites of the 
public as the Cardinals were last year. That was be- 
cause the country was rooting for Johnson. And 
when the Old Master, summoned to the mound in 
the fateful seventh game, pitched his team to vic- 
tory, what a paean arose!

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AN ECONOMIC FANTASY. 


The problem of how public utilities should be 
valued for rate-making purposes—whether by the 
“reproduction cost new” or the prudent investment 
formula—continues to make news. On the same day 
we find reports of the Union Pacific’s contention that 
the (approximately) $540,000,000 valuation placed on | 
its properties by the Interstate Commerce Commis- | 
sion should be almost doubled, and. of the rejected ap- 
plication of the St. Louis United Railways before the 
State Public Service Commission -for an increase 
from $52,000,000, the present tentative valuation, to 
at least $75,000,000. 

Figures are dull. Neither of the two quoted items 
stirs the pulse like the story, for example, of Demp- 
sey’s killing left hook to the jaw. But under the 
statistical surface of the news about valuation is a 
story of capital importance to every user of street 
cars and of trains, to every purchaser of gas and 
electricity—which is to say, to every person in the 
United States. It is a story that is going to take on 
added importance and interest with each fresh trans- 
lation of it into the concrete terms of passenger fares, 
freight rates, and gas and electricity bills. 

Meantime, pending developments, we submit by 
way of illustration the following problem:

Mr. Ford is about to adapt his machinery to 
the manufacture of a new type of car. There- 
after, it will take a good deal more to reproduce 
an old Ford car than the car originally cost. 
Say it would take $1000 as agajnst an original 
price of $500. Is the man who carries passen- 
gers in the old car at 5 cents entitled therefore 
to jump the fare to 10 cents? 


The answer is that nobody would think of dupll- 
cating an old car when a better one is to be had for 
less money. And no more would anybody think of 
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duplicating any railway system or any gas or electric | 
plant exactly as it stands today. Yet the assumption | 
that such duplication would take place is the corner- | 
stone of the whole “reproduction cost new” sheers, | 
If any more fantastic economic proposition#® has been | 
advanced in all the ages, we have not heard of it. 
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On the other hand, of course, the office may choose 
the man.

THE AMERICAN DREYFUS CASE 


RALPH COGHLAN

N the fall of 1919 and the spring of 1920, 

the Department of Justice, aided by an 

army of spies; snoopers, private detectives 
and agents provocateurs, was conducting a 
man-hunt. It was looking for just such 
men ag Bartolomeo Vanzetti and Nicola 
Sacco; 

* * . 

At that time Vanzetti was a famillar 
character in the little Italian and Portu- 
guese town of North Plymouth, Mass. He 
was to be seen every morning pushing his 
fish cart down the main street, ringing his 
bell, exchanging pleasantries with the house- 
wives as he peddled his eels, haddock and 
cod. Vanzetti was an anarchist and was 
well-known as such not only by his coun- 
trymen but by private detectives and em- 
ployers of labor, who referred to him as 
a radical agitator and trouble maker. He 
was blacklisted by the factories because 
some years before, while working for the 
cordage works, he had tried to organize a 
strike. 

Sacco was operating an edging machine 
in the Three K's shoe Zactory at Stoughton, 
Sacco was a young Italian who came 
to this country in 1908 when he was 17. 
An extraordinarily Lard worker and home- 
loving man, he found time to go to the Cir- 
colo di Studi Sociali, an anarchist club where 
he absorbed ideas that were not considered 
au fait in A. Mitchell Palmer's select circle, 
Sacco became interested in the _ radical 
newspaper, Il Proletario, and engaged in 
amateur theatricals in plays on revolution- 
ary subjects. He, like Vanzetti- became 
known as a red agitator and trouble maker. 

When Sacco and Vanzetti first met, they 
were on their way to Mexico primarily to 
avoid the draft, secondly to found a com- 
munist colony. Neither believed in war. 
Both were strongly visionary, thinking that 
somehow this world might be made into a 
Jtopia. 

& * * 

Such is the background of the two men 
who were arrested on a Brockton street car 
on May 5, 1920, in connection with the 
murder and robbery of a paymaster and 
his guard in South Braintree, Mass., the 
month before. Neither Sacco nor Vanzetti 
knew what charge was to be placed against 
him. The thought that flashed in their 
minds and to which they gave expression 
instantly was, “This is another deportation 
case.” The man-hunt for radicals was still 
in progress and something had happened 
only two days before which terrified the 
two men who had long been conscious that 
men such as they were being hunted by the 
agents of A. Mitchell Palmer. On May 3 
Andrea Salsedo, an anarchist friend of Sac- 
co and Vanzetti, was found mashed to death 
on the sidewalk of Park Row, New York, in 
front of the Department of Justice offices. 
He had fallen from the fourteenth floor, 
wh.ere he had been secretly imprisoned for 
eight-weeks, Envis.oning a similar fate for 
themselves, Sacco and Vanzetti proceeded 
to destroy all evidence of their radical ac- 
tivities, and were in fact engaged in this 
pursuit when they were arrested. 

- * 7 

The political motif thus implanted in the 
Sacco-Vanzetti case at the beginning has 
run through it to the end. At the police 
station to which they were taken, the ques- 
tions they were asked confirmed them in 
their belief that they had been arrested for 
their political views, instead of for a murder 
they knew nothing about, and the evasions 
and misstatements they made to avoid the 
fate of Saisedo were used against them later 
as an illustration of their “consciousness of 
guilt” in the murder case. 

Durigg their trial, they were asked ques- 


tions as to their political beliefs and Sacco 
gave a long and rambling dissertation on his 
radicalism which was of no help to him 
before a Judge like Vebster Thayer and a 
jury of Norfolk countians who were at that 
moment imbued with the hysteria of the 
time, namely, that all reds, radicals and agi- 
tators must be ‘enorted or exterminated 
if this nation was t’ survive. 

If their political notions workec their 
downfall, they also acted in their behalf. 
Who can doubt that Sacco and Vanzetti 
would have been quietly burned in the elec- 
tric chair a long time ago had not the spec- 
tacilar world-wide avitation for their re- 
lease transformed this case into a 
cause celebre? A local movement among 
the accused men’s friends resulted in rais- 
ing money for their defense, und word was 
spread quickly that they were being perse- 
cuted for their political opinions. Almost 
immediately there tegan a series of violent 
outbursts and demonstrations that focussed 
tue attention of the whole world upon the 
case. 

« * * 


One of the first of these happened in Oc- 
tober, 1921, after t'e men had been sen- 
tence. to death, when the American Em- 
bassy in Paris was bombed and Ambassador 
Herrick narrowly escaped with his life. The 
explosion, which injured one member of the 
household, followed severe! letters about 
the Sacco-Vanzetti case. Sylvia Pankhurst 
immediately took -p the cause in London, 
and in Rio de Janeiro nd Brest demonstra- 
tions were held, Three days after the Paris 
Embassy incident, another bomb was 
thrown in Paris during a Sacco-Vanzetti 
protest meeting, injuring seven gendarmes. 
There followed protests from Sweden. from 
Uruguay where a strike was called. from 
Havana, from Lishkn where the American 
Consulate was bombed, from Buenos Aires, 
where the medical students of La Plata 
National College refused to attend classes, 
and from various parts of the United States. 

. * . 

While intellectual liberalism in this coun. 
try began to marshal its forces to swoop 
down upon Massachusetts, Sacco and Van- 
zetti’s workingmen comrades throughout 
the world never flagged in their. interest. 
They continued to use the only weapons 
they had in hand, to rattle consular win- 
dowpanes with bombs, to harangue the 
public in the streets and to write threat- 
éning letters. It may not have been mag- 
nificent, but it was war. And while the 
fish-peddier and the shoe-worker lay un- 
der the shadow of the gallows, every con- 
sular agent in foreign parts faced the dan- 
ger of being punished for the judicial er- 
rors of the courts of Massachusetts, and 
the wretched tyrannies of A. Mitchell 
Palmer,

SOOKE, B. C., Aug. 3.—The fos- 
silized vertebrae of a primary 
whale of the Miocene period which 
lived about 5,000,000 years azo 
have been discovered by Prof.
